Fire Prevention Week Set the Stage For Some Serious 
Work For Sierra Madre Junior Fire Marshals Recently 


Beginning on Monday, No¬ 
vember 1, all individuals 
will have access to free 
“Swine” flu shots, in the 
San Gabriel Valley Health 
Services Region, Los An¬ 
geles County Department of 
Health Services, according 
to Dr. Annabel Teberg, Re¬ 
gional Medical Director. 

The shots will be avail¬ 
able for persons 18-60 years 
of age. Chronically ill per¬ 
sons in this age group 
should receive the fLu vac¬ 
cine from their private phy¬ 
sician or local Health Cen¬ 
ter. The vaccine offers one- 
shot protetlon against A/ 
New Jersey/76 (Swine flu). 

People with known allergy 
to eggs, chickens, chicken 
feathers or dander will not 
be given the flu shot. 

The free flu immuniza¬ 
tions will be available at 
the following loations: 

Mondays, November 8, 16, 
22 and 29 from 4 to 8 p.m., 
Pasadena High School Cafe¬ 
teria, 2925 East Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd., Pasadena. 

Saturdays, November 6 
and 20. 9 a.m. to 2 p.m., St. 
Luke Hospital Staff Room, 
2632 East Washington Blvd., 
Pasadena.

Some Petrified, Some Satisfied ; Some Dissatisfied, But 
Some Will Not Look; Still Others Are Not Told

Surprise! Surprise! and more Surprise! was what hap¬ 
pened last Thursday, October 28, when citizens of Sierra 
Madre and all over Los Angeles County started receiving 
their Tax Bills for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. 

Many were shocked to the 
fullest extent. Some had 
prepared themselves for 
what was happening, and 
then others refused to sub¬ 
ject themselves and their 
families to the dilemma and 
did not open them, and still 
others put them in the file 
marked “Do Not Open Be¬ 
fore Christmas.” 

I have talked with many 
people in the past two or 
three days, most of them 
unhappy, a few of them 
apathetic, and some of them 
concerned hut pleased. V\ e 
have seen and listened to 
those that have received 
their Tax Bills and have ex¬ 
perienced an increase from 
a few dollars to as high as 
an increase of $1,233 for the 
year. Those with small in¬ 
creases had been expecting 
the ultimate and were happy 
and concerned that mis¬ 
takes had been made, on the 
other hand those that re¬ 
ceived increases from $600 to 
as high as $1,233 were also 
concerned and thought that 
errors had been made. In all 
instances that I reviewed, no 
mistakes had been made in 
the tax rate or the compu¬ 
tations. I cannot justify the 
assessment, or the tax rate 
levied by the taxing agen¬ 
cies. 

Many were completely ap¬ 
palled at the small amount 
of money that was levied 
and received by the City of 
Sierra Madre. It seems that 
for the first time they have 
looked at their Tax Bills and

For all the services tha* 
you receive from your City, 
they require only about 15 
per cent of your total tax 
bill (take a look!). Now con¬ 
sider the County (What 
services do you receive?), 
yet their portion of the bill 
is almost 28 per cent. 

Of course, the real slam¬ 
mer is the cost of Educa¬ 
tion, which takes 50 per cent 
of the money from your 
Tax Bill and the remaining 
percentages com e s from 
Sanitation, Water and Flood 
Control.

October Sales Tax 
Sent Treasurers 

More than $56.8 million 
was released this week to 
California cities and coun¬ 
ties in the October distribu¬ 
tion of local sales and use 
tax funds, George R. Reilly, 
member, State Board of 
Equalization, announced. 
The funds represent the 
second advance payment for 
the third quarter 1976. 

The bulk of the funds 
comes from the Bradley - 
Burns one per cent sales 
and use tax to cities and 
counties, with $36.9 million 
going to cities and $6.6 mil¬ 
lion to counties for a total 
of $43.5 million. 

A total of $10.8 million 
from the one-q.uarter per 
cent local sales and use tax 
will be paid to the counties 
for the local transportation 
fund. 

The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District 
(BART) will receive $2.4 
million from the additional 
one-half per cent sales tax 
paid in the BART counties 
of San Francisco, Alameda 
and Contra Costa. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
will receive $4,250 as its 
share of the $36.9 million 
and the county of Los An¬ 
geles will receive $1,050.00(1 
plus $3,762,500 from the 
one-quarter per cent county 
local transportation fund.

The American Red Cross Blood Program has taken a 
giant step toward the American Blood Commission goal 
of providing volunteer donor blood for everyone in the 
nation without penalizing blood users who are unable 
to be blood donors, according to Mrs. Charles Epperson, 
chairman of the Red Cross Blood Program for Sierra Madrc 
Branch. 

“In withdrawing on October 19 from the American 
Association of Blood Banks (AAJBB) Clearinghouse after 
six months notice, the Red Cross is focusing attention on 
two differing philosophies that dominate American blood 
banking,'’ Mrs. Epperson said. 

The Chairman explained that in seeking a simple 
way to serve patients who need blood, Red Cross calls 
for community responsibility, that is, a program that 
urges healthy individuals to donate blood to meet the 
needs of patients In their own communities. This is in 
opposition to the philosophy that requires blood users to 
be responsible for replacing blood used. This latter ap¬ 
proach requires elaborate "credit” systems and the costly 
exchange of “credits" through the AABB Clearinghouse. 

In place of the clearinghouse concept, Red Cross is 
initiating a blood assistance plan which will be geared 
to patient heed. Through a series of agreements, Red 
Cross will help to provide blood on a regular basis to 
those non-profit community blood banks or hospitals 
where residents of Eos Angeles or Orange County may 
be hospitalized. 

In Southern California that means the Los Angeles- 
Orange Counties Red Cross Blood Program will seek agree- was s> 
ments with half a dozen non-profit community blood 
banks or with individual hospitals. The other 56 Red 
Cross blood centers throughout the country will do like¬ 
wise in their areas. 

In Los Angeles and Orange Counties, Red Cross is 
rapidly moving to provide as much volunteer donor blood 
as is needed without any eligibility restrictions based on 
previous or future donations. 

Red Cross also has sought to encourage removal of 
hospital non-replacement fees. These non-replacement fees 
are charges added by hospitals ranging from $20 to $50 
above the Red Cross processing fee. These extra charges 
are removed if Red Cross vouches for the user’s credit 
or the user satisfies the hospital by replacing the blood.

A New Law 

All Fictitious Business Nome Statements filed or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Cleric before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that “the newspaper selectd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable at no charge aH 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Gvic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerk's file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 


I he County Clerks statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Lo 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
